pressure or by boiling 3Vi hours in 
hot-water bath.

s i b l e after processing; finish sealing 
all jars that require rubber rings; 
set jars as far apart as possible on 
folded newspaper or cloth so they 
can cool quickly, but be sure they 
are not where a breeze will strike 
them. 
The jars should be examined after 
twelve hours in order to make sure 
they are sealed. 
To do this, re­ 


move bands from glass top seals 
and metal vacuum seal caps (leave 
the bands off when the jars are put 
aw ay). Test the glass top seals by 
pulling gently on the lids with the 
finger tips. Vacuum seals are tested 
by pressing down on them with the 
fingers— if sealed, they won’t move 
under 
this 
pressure. 
“ Lightning’’ 
type are tested by holding upside 
down and watching for leaks. There 
won’t be any leaks if instructions 
are follov/cd and there won t be any 
spoilage if you keep in mind that 
Vigilance means Victory.
